The retirement of Chairman Wm. 


F. McCombs 
brought about a re- 


markable demonstration .in the com- 
mittee which gave cheers and a vote 
of thanks to him. As the commit- 
teemen cheered the delegates in the 
hotel lobby joined in the demonstra- 
tion. 


Replying to the tribute of the com- 


mitteemen, 
Chairman 
McCombs 


said:: 
"I cannot say how deeply touched 


I am by your motion and I leave you 
with great, regret and 
will always 


cherish the memory of the pleasant, 
associations I have with you." 


Chairman Edward Goltra of the 


arrangements committee announced 
that the convention hall 
would be 


completed tonight. 


A boom for Secretary of War New- 


ton D. Baker of Ohio for vice presi- 
dent was sprung here today by Hen- 
ry Morgenthau, former ambassador 
to Turkey, who resigned to go into 
the. Democratic campaign and who 
probably will handle the 
national 


committee's finance. 
Mr. Morgen- 


thau said he expects to take 
the 


Baker boom before the convention. 


Other "favorite son" 
booms for 


the vice presidential nomination also 
are being nursed. However, Vice 
President Marshall is everywhere 
the leading figure in discussion of 
the second 
place position. Predic- 


tions were made today by leaders

It was the revival of 


the Hughes Alliance, an 
organiza- 


tion of Hughes Republicans, Demo- 
crats and Independent voters who 
came into existence during the sec- 
ond campaign of Mr. Hughes 
for 


governor of New York in 1908. The 
announcement was made by Travis 
H. Whitney, public service commis- 
sioner, one of the first to meet Mr. 
Hughes on his arrival on the morn- 
ing train. 


Mr. 
Whitney accompanied 
the 


presidential candidate to the Hotel 
Astor where Mr. Hughes established 
his headquarters. He said that the 
same men who were identified with 
the Hughes Alliance had decided to 
get together to work in New York 
state for the. election of the candi- 
date probably under the name of the 
Hughes Non-partisan League. 
The 


organization, he said, would estab- 
lish headquarters here and co-oper- 
ate with the regular Republican or- 
ganization.

In summarizing the general war* 


situation from various official

ports the Associated Press announce* 
the following: 


The German attack on Verdun has 


again swung to the east of the 
Meuse following the assaults ol Sat- 
urday night on the French positions 
near Hill 304, west of the river. Last 
night German 
infantry 
charged 


French positions west of Fort Vaux, 
but, the French war office reports* 
was unable to gain ground. 


At the same time the French po-t 


sltions near Forts Souvllle and Tav- 
annes, south of Fort Vaux, were 
bombarded heavily. Paris looks far 
a severe struggle for possession ot 
Fort Souville, to which the bombard- 
ment may be preliminary. 
Should 


the Germans capture the fort they 
would open a breach in the French 
defenses which might compel the 
French to abandon this entire line 
and fall back on the Inner defame* 
on the right bank of the river. 


West of the Meuse the only de- 


velopment of the night was a heavy 
artillery action In the vicinity of 
Chattancourt. 


The spectacular Russian advance 


in Galicia and Volyhnla apparently 
has not been checked, although tow 
details of this campaign are permit- 
ted to come to light, Vienna con- 
cedes the withdrawal of 
Austria* 


troops in northeastern 
Biikowiaa, 


where the advance of the Russians 
has brought them within thirteen 
miles of the capital, Czernowitz. 


The sinking of two more neutral 


merchantmen 
is 
reported. The 


Swedish steamship Emmy has been 
destroyed by a mine off Falsterbo. 
with the loss of five men. The Nor- 
wegian steamer Bur also has been 
sunk, whether by a mine or torpedo 
is unknown. Fifteen men from the 
Bur have been landed at YmntdeAL 
Holland.

PRESIDENTIAL POINTERS 


Tn« salary of the president of 


the United States waa the cause 
of discussion in the first con- 
gress, in view of the fact that 
the Constitution declared that 
the president should receive 
compensation for his services. 
Washington had notified his fel- 
low citizens that he desired no 
salary. The limits suggested In 
congress ranged from 916,000 to 
$70,000. The salary was finally 
placed at 125,000 and this re- 
mained the compensation until 
Provident Grant's second term 
(March 3. 1673), when it was in- 
creased to 150,000. Chapter 2918 
of the laws of the second ses- 
sion of the fifty-ninth congress, 
approved March 4, 1907, appro- 
priated "for traveling expenses 
of the president of the United 
States, to be expended at his 
discretion and accounted for by 
his certificate solely, |S5,000.* tn 
the second session ot the sixtieth 
congress the matter ot Inereas- 
ing the president's salary was 
•fain considered, and It was de- 
elded that the president's salary 
be fixed at 176,000 a Tear.
